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On 20 January 2005, applicant filed international application PCT/EP2005/000528, 
which claimed priority of an earlier Germany appHcation filed 23 January 2004. A copy of the 
international application was communicated to the USPTO fi"om the International Bureau on 04 
August 2005. The thirty-month period for paying the basic national fee in the United States 
expired on 23 July 2006. 

On 20 July 2006, appUcant filed national stage papers in the United States 
Designated/Elected Office (DO/EO/US). The submission was accompanied by, inter alia, the 
basic national fee required by 35 U.S. C. 371(c)(1) and an executed declaration. 

On 19 December 2007, this Office mailed a communication which identified certain 
discrepancies with regard to the international application number and bibliographic data. 

On 09 January 2008, apphcant filed the present petition under 37 CFR 1.182. 



The transmittal letter (Form PTO-1390) filed 13 December 2004 listed 
"PCT/EP2004/014189" as the international application number. However, the filing date, 
priority date, title of invention, and names of applicants listed on the transmittal letter were

inconsistent with the corresponding data published for international appHcation number 
PCT/EP2004/014189. The present petition states that the mistakes on the originally filed 
transmittal letter were inadvertent and made without deceptive intent. Applicant's explanation 
for the error is accepted.
